MARKET  REVIEW 

Primary  distributors'   inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  on  hand  March  2, 
1974,  totaled  2,539,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary  reports. 
This  was  51,000  tons  more  than  a  month  earlier  but  499,000  tons  less  than  on 
Feb.  28,  1973.     Beet  processors'  stocks  of  1,337,000  tons  were  about  3,000  tons 
more  than  a  month  earlier  but  about  301,000  tons  less  than  a  year  ago.     Raw  and 
refined  sugar  stocks  reported  on  hand  by  cane  sugar  refiners  totaled  824,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  93,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  179,000  tons  less 
than  at  the  end  of  February  1973. 

Preliminary  reports  of  sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  were  at  a 
record  rate  through  January  and  February  1974,  although  the  pace  slowed  somewhat 
in  early  March.     Through  March  9,  1974,  deliveries  were  reported  as  2,043,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  1,801,000  tons  reported  delivered  through 
March  9,   1973,  and  1,810,000  tons  through  March  9,   1972.     However,  at  year-end 
1973  there  were  6,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered,  i.e.,  sugar  sold 
and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February 
of  the  following  year.     Constructive  deliveries  in  1972  totaled  130,000  tons  and 
in  1971,  88,000  tons.     Therefore,  physical  deliveries  through  March  9,  1974, 
totaled  2,049,000  tons  compared  with  1,931,000  tons  and  1,898,000  tons,  respec- 
tively, physically  delivered  through  March  9  of  1973  and  1972. 

Regionally,  reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination 
totaled  nearly  18  million  hundredweight  during  January  1974,  or  22.6  percent  more 
than  reported  during  January  of  1973.     If  half  of  the  6,000  tons  of  sugar  reported 
constructively  delivered  at  year-end  1973  was  delivered  in  January  of  1974,  then 
physical  deliveries  totaled  slightly  more  than  18  million  hundredweight,  or  12.9 
percent  more  than  physically  delivered  during  January  1973.     Reported  deliveries 
were  up  in  all  of  the  five  geographical  regions  as  compared  with  last  year  with 
the  West  up  the  most- -50. 9  percent,  followed  by  the  North  Central  region  which 
was  up  29.0  percent,  the  South  up  15.9  percent,  the  New  England  region  up  13.5 
percent  and  the  Mid-Atlantic  region  up  8.7  percent. 

By  states  of  destination,  reported  deliveries  in  January  1974,  as  compared 
with  January  1973,  were  higher  in  43  states  and  lower  in  seven.     Six  states  had 
increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  and  four  had  increases  of  more  than 
200,000.     Illinois  had  the  largest  increase--712 , 000  hundredweight,  followed  by 
California  up  660,000,  Michigan  up  217,000  and  Ohio  up  210,000.     Of  the  seven 
states  where  reported  deliveries  were  less  in  January  1974,  as  compared  with 
January  1973,  the  decreases  ranged  from  a  high  of  34,000  hundredweight  in  New  York 
to  a  low  of  1,000  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  sharply  rising  trend  in  the  daily  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  duty 
paid  and  delivered  to  New  York  (No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange)  peaked  at  21.50  cents  per  pound  on  Feb.  25  after  which  it  declined  to 
17.50  cents  by  month-end.     During  February,  the  quotation  averaged  17.09  cents 
per  pound,  up  from  12.63  cents  in  January  and  9.14  cents  in  February  1973.  During 
March  the  quotation  regained  some  of  the  ground  lost  after  Feb.  25  rising  to  19.00 
cents  on  March  4  and  5,  declining  to  17.50  cents  on  March  7  and  8  and  rising  to 
19.50  cents  on  March  12  and  13.     On  March  15,  the  quotation  was  at  18.00  cents 
per  pound  and  for  the  period  March  1-15  averaged  18.36  cents  compared  with  9.34 
cents  during  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  flurry  of  announced  increases  in  the 
price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  that  occurred  during  Feb- 
ruary came  to  an  end  with  the  peaking  of  the  New  York  duty  paid  raw  sugar  price 
on  Feb.  25.     Several  interested  sellers  in  several  of  the  pricing  regions  did, 
however,  announce  reductions  in  their  quoted  prices  for  100-pound  paper  bags --the 
basis  pack--and  bulk  sugar  to  bring  their  prices  in  line  with  competitors. 
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Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale 
in  100-pound  paper  bags  and  in  bulk  by  regions.     Significant  variations  of  actual 
prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  discount: 
resulting  from  competitive  conditions.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
averaged  16.98  cents  per  pound  during  January  1974,  up  from  16.78  cents  in  Dec- 
ember and  14.12  cents  in  January  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  20.3  percent  during 
the  12-month  period. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other  products  were 
up  0.9  percent  during  calendar  year  1973  as  compared  with  1972  while  deliveries 
of  sugar  for  consumption  in  homes  and  institutions  declined  0.3  percent.    Four  of 
the  seven  industrial  type  users  received  more  sugar  during  1973  than  in  1972, 
three  received  less.    Deliveries  for  use  in  non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor 
use,  increased  the  most --22. 6  percent,  followed  by  canners  up  3.8  percent  and 
beverage  manufacturers  who  received  34.3  percent  of  the  sugar  delivered  to 
industrial  users  and  22.9  percent  of  all  reported  deliveries,  up  1.3  percent. 
Deliveries  for  use  in  bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products  increased  0.4  percent. 
Reported  deliveries  for  use  in  confectionery  and  related  products  declined  2.0 
percent,  for  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses  down  1.2  percent  and  for  use  in 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  0.7  percent. 

Deliveries  to  non-industrial  type  users  during  1973  increased  to  three  of 
the  four  types  of  users  as  compared  to  1972.    Deliveries  to  wholesalers  that 
accounted  for  57.6  percent  of  all  deliveries  for  non- industrial  uses  were  down 

I.  8  percent  resulting  in  an  over-all  decline  in  deliveries  to  non-industrial  type 
users  of  0.3  percent.     Deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  were  up 

II.  0  percent  and  to  retail  grocers,  chain  stores  and  supermarkets  up  fractionally 
(less  than  .005  percent)  while  deliveries  to  all  other  types  of  industrial  users, 
a  relatively  minor  category,  increased  20.9  percent. 

Primary  distributors'  direct  deliveries  of  all  sugar  (packaged,  bulk  and 
liquid- -both  beet  and  cane)  during  calendar  year  1973  were  about  0.5  percent 
larger  than  in  1972.     Total  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  69.5 
percent  of  the  1973  total,  increased  0.7  percent  above  1972  while  deliveries  of 
beet  sugar  decreased  0.1  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages   (less  than  50 
pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  down  1.0  percent  in  1973,  as  compared  with 
1972.     Deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages,  which  in  1973  accounted 
for  80.7  percent  of  all  consumer-size  package  deliveries,  declined  1.5  percent 
while  beet  sugar  deliveries  similarly  packaged  increased  0.9  percent. 
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Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary 
distributors  during  calendar  year  1973  were  up  3.8  percent  as  compared  with  1972. 
Deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  5*4.5  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar 
deliveries  during  1973,  increased  4.6  percent  while  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar 
increased  3.0  percent. 

Deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages   (granulated  sugar  50 
pounds  and  over)  both  beet  and  cane,  were  down  2.1  percent  in  1973,  as  compared 
with  1972.     Beet  sugar,  which  comprised  about  30  percent  of  the  total  in  1973, 
decreased  5.1  percent  while  cane  sugar  packages  decreased  0.7  percent. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  that  as  of  March  1,  1974, 
growers  intended  to  plant  a  total  of  1,269,800  acres  of  sugarbeets  in  1974,  one 
percent  less  than  in  1973.     California  and  Idaho,  which  ranked  first  and  second, 
respectively,  in  1973  sugarbeet  acreage  planted,  are  expected  to  be  down  13  and  32 
percent,  respectively,  in  1974.    Arizona,  Colorado,  Michigan,  Montana,  Oregon, 
Utah,  Washington,  and  Wyoming  also  indicate  less  acreage  while  acreage  in  North 
Dakota  is  expected  to  be  up  76  percent  and  in  Minnesota  28  percent. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Florida  through  March  1,  1974  totaled  637,929  short 
tons,  commercial  weight  basis,  with  the  harvest  of  the  1973-74  crop  in  the  range 
of  75  to  80  percent  complete. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  Feb.  16,  1974,  totaled  30,363 
short  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with  52,798  tons  produced  through  Feb.  17,  1973. 

On  March  9,  1974,  the  International  Longshoremen's  and  Warehouseman's  Union 
(ILWU)  called  a  strike  against  Hawaii's  sugar  plantations.    A  regional  director 
of  the  ILWU  indicated  the  Union  was  prepared  for  a  strike  of  a  minimum  of  three 
months.    Main  issues  were  a  pay  increase,  a  union  request  for  a  cost-of-living 
clause  and  pension  and  severance  benefits. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Texas  through  March  1,  1974,  totaled  20,716  tons, 
commercial  weight  basis  with  the  total  production  from  the  1973-74  crop  now 
estimated  at  between  28,000  and  30,000  tons. 

The  spot  quotation  for  world  bulk  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  in- 
cluding Brazil,  averaged  21.28  cents  per  pound  during  February,  up  from  15.32 
cents  in  January  and  9.06  cents  in  February  of  last  year.    The  quotation  followed 
a  sharply  rising  trend  during  February  increasing  from  18.00  cents  per  pound  on 
Feb.  4  to  26.25  cents  on  Feb.  21  and  22,  surpassing  the  previous  record  price  of 
23.57  cents  recorded  on  May  19,  1920.     The  quotation  then  began  a  sharp  decline 
falling  to  24.50  cents  on  Feb.  25,  to  23.50  cents  on  Feb.  26,  to  22.50  cents  on 
Feb.  27  and  to  20.50  cents  on  Feb.  28.     In  March  the  quotation  recovered  some, 
starting  the  month  at  21.00  cents,  rising  to  22.50  cents  on  March  4  and  5  and 
then  fluctuated  back  and  forth  between  20.50  cents  and  23.00  cents  during  the 
period  March  6  through  15.     On  March  15  the  quotation  was  at  21.00  cents  and  for 
the  period  March  1-15  averaged  21.73  cents  compared  with  8.81  cents  during 
March  1-15,  1973. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1974  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION,  PRORATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1974  SUGAR  QUOTA  DEFICITS: 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  today  declared  additional  deficits 
of  141,726  tons  consisting  of  55,000,  40,000  and  46,726  short  tons,  raw  value,  in 
the  sugar  quotas  for  Puerto  Rico,  the  Texas  Cane  Area,  and  Venezuela,  respectively. 

Of  the  additional  deficits,  42,631  tons  were  prorated  to  the  Philippines 
and  the  remaining  99,095  tons  to  Western  Hemisphere  countries  on  the  basis  of 
quotas  determined  under  Section  202  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  USDA  is  required  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act  to 
periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available,  but  not  less  frequently 
than  60  day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to  fulfill  its 
quota  obligations.     Each  foreign  country  that  will  not  be  able  to  fill  its  revised 
quota  as  announced  today  should  notify  the  USDA  of  the  amount  of  such  shortfall 
as  soon  as  possible. 

The  quota  for  Ireland  was  reduced  4,244  tons,  the  extent  it  failed  to  fill 
its  1973  quota.  The  quota  for  the  West  Indies  was  increased  616  tons  to  reflect 
final  quota  charges  in  1973. 

The  following  table  shows  revised  quotas  which  include  allocations  of  sugar 
to  foreign  countries  made  available  on  January  11,  1974  for  importation  on  a 
first-come,  first-served  basis  (Press  Release  USDA  89-74).
